“We bave the fragments of such o
ehurch st this meeting. Let two *or
more begln the movement for unity, and
the otlers will follow, The desire for
chufrch vmlon now prevident In the United
States Is the gEreatest boon conferred
upon us by the war. Now I8 the time
for the Christian church to take advan-
tuge of the patriotic spirit of union per-
vading the country.

“For one thing, a union of churches
would dispense with unnecessary labor.
For exnmple, the salury of sextons might
bo done away with, and the money thus
saved would put 60,000 misslonaries in
Germany, Auitria, Bulgarin and Turkey,
Thix would be better ‘than any league
of natlons."
